Unoe
nxe, it will be Nf'ﬂl?t'-_'retl. was found on the
duny the bodies were diccovered, and thnt had
hut little blood upon it.

The prisoner, in his cxamination before the
Mayor, stated that two asxes were uosed, but
oniy one had been discoverad. up to the time of
the arrest, and therefore he was asked about
the other. Ho stated that he had thrown it o
the ditch, vear the houee, and deseribed the
gide of the diteh where it had lodged,

Yesterday Detective Webb, in company with
Ofticer Mitchell, vimited the scone o! the murder,
and, atter deagglog the ditch for some time, the
axe was found near the spot described by the
prisoner; hair was sticking to i, and the handle
and axe itsell was covered with blood, though
partially bid with the mud of the ditch. The
axe is an old one, and ¥ nearly worn out, but it
had been recently ground and sharponed.  Some
of the neighbors recognized 1t as un old one they
bad frequently gcen ot the place. Tt was brooglit
1o the city by the otlicers, :

During yesterday the late residence of the
Dearing family was visited by a large number
ot persons, but officers were stationed about
the bouse Lo prevent any cne trom entering,

Chiet Franklin had another interview with
Probst yesterday, The prisoner appoared to be
much depressed, and was affecied to tears when
his relatives in Germany were alluded to. The
murder ol the Dearing family was agaio alluded
to, and during the conversation Probar sald that
he killed the boy while he was ut work near the
hay-stack,and thal he (Probst) went ap behiud the
hnf and drew back the axe to strike threo times
before he had the heart to do it. Probst also
spoke agan nbout the kifling ot Dearing and
his niece, and sald that the man who was with
him stood behind tne carriage and struck Dear-
ing as soon as he alighted. He also stated that
he belped to carry the bodies to the barn, but
still insists that he killed no one but the boy, A
shirt belonging to the prisoner was fouand in the
house yesterday. 1t was very bloody, and
Probst staled that the blood got upon it while
he was helping to remove the bodies, A hammer
with blood on it was alsgo found in the barn. A
man was arrested on Saturday night, who it is
said, called ul Lickfelds on Thursday evemng
and asked ror Probst, He is still held for future
examination.
